On August 25, 1998, the undersigned arranged for the deposit with the United States Postal 
Service "Express Mail Post Office to Addressee" service utilizing Express Mail Label 
No. EE 897357979 US of photocopies of various documents. Among the documents submitted to 
the United States Patent and Trademark Office in the manner described was a photocopy of a 
Certificate of Mailing by "Express Mail," a copy of the original of which is attached as Exhibit A. 

The document at Exhibit A carries an indication of the Express Mail label number mentioned

A copy is attached as Exhibit B. The document 
attached as Exhibit B bears a handwritten indication that the materials submitted under Express Mail 
Label No. EE 897357979 US were received by the USPS on August 26, 1998. 

To reconcile the inconsistency between the date of receipt by the USPS indicated on the 
document attached as Exhibit B and the date of execution of the document attached as Exhibit A, the 
undersigned conducted a telephone conference with a representative of the USPS on November 12, 
1998, to ascertain from the records thereof the history of the processing of the materials submitted 
under Express Mail Label No. EE 897357979 US. 

Employees of the USPS entrusted with providing information to the public about the status

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of packages deposited with the United States Postal Service "Express Mail Post Office to Addressee" 
service are permitted to identify themselves only by first name and employee number. The 
undersigned was, nonetheless, advised by an employee named Linda, Employee No. 2899, located 
at the Arizona office of the USPS accessed by telephone at (800) 222- 18 11, that the package of 
materials transmitted under Express Mail Label No. EE 897357979 US had been received by the 
USPS prior to midnight on August 25, 1998. 

On the recommendation of Linda, Employee No. 2899, the undersigned contacted the 
Expedited Services Office closest in location to the undersigned at the Salt Lake City Airport Mail 
Center on November 13, 1998. The undersigned spoke there with Joanne Matragos, who verified 
from the Electronic Marketing Reporting System (hereinafter "the EMRS") accessible thereto that 
the package of materials transmitted under Express Mail Label No. EE 897357979 US had been 
received by the USPS at 23:56 hours on August 25, 1998. 

Aware that the contents of the EMRS are not maintained indefinitely by the USPS, the 
undersigned requested that Ms. Matragos provide written confirmation of the history of the 
processing of the materials submitted under cover of Express Mail Label No. EE 897357979 US. 
A copy of the letter of November 13, 1998, from the undersigned to Ms. Matragos for that purpose 
is attached as Exhibit C. 

In return, the undersigned received a letter dated November 24, 1998, enclosing a tracking 
information printout fi-om the EMRS and confirming that the package of materials transmitted under 
cover of Express Mail Label No. EE 897357979 US was accepted by the USPS prior to midnight on 
August 25, 1998.
